BERLIN, Aug. 29.—(4)—Adolf 
Hitler and Benito Mussolini ended 
a five-day secret conference 
within the sound of gunfire on the 
eastern front today and issued a 
communique calling for a full Axis

The German press instantly lik- 
ened the conference to that of 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill on the Atlantic.

| WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.— 
‘A record-breaking revenue 
‘bill, digging deeper into the 
ipockets of all present tax- 
lpavers, bringing more than 
6,000,000 additional persons 
under the federal income tax 
structure, and estimated to 
yield $3,672,400,000 annually, 
was approved today by the 
senate finance committee. 

Chairman George, Democrat, 
Georgia, of the committee, said he 
believed the total estimated by the 
| Treasury was too low. He predict- 
ed the measure would raise ap- 
proximately $4,000,000,000 a year, 
| The Treasury predicted that the 
| bill would yield $456,000,000 more 
| revenue than tax legislation passed 
'by the house. 

Nuisance Taxes, 

It would increase sharply 
|existing Income levies on indi- 
viduals and corpcerations and 
| would impose a stiff schedule of 
excise, or “‘nulsance,” taxes. The 
latter fall on such items as aue 
tomabiies, telephone bills and re- 
frigerators. 

To broaden the income tax base 
and raisé more than $300,000,000 
of additional revenue, the commit- 
| tee voted to lower existing income 
exemptions from $2,000 to $1,500 
| for married persons and from $800 
| to $750 for single individuals. 

Thus, a single person making 
$800 would pay $3 under the new 
bill compared with nothing under 
the house-approved measure and 
existing law. A married man with 
no dependents and a $2,000 income 
would pay $42 under the finance 
committee plan and nothing un-

Among those condemned for es- 
pilonage was a Netherlands citizen 
named Jean Doornix. The others 
executed all were French. 

None of the eight was described 
as a Communist, indicating the 
French had dropped the idea of 
“anti-Red courts” two days after 
they started working.

Flying Cigars Again 

After wasting many years in needless rock- 
ing-chair battles over the merits of lighter- 
than-air ships, the United States Navy has at 
‘last been persuaded by this type warcraft’s 
chief-enthusiast, Captain C. E. Rosendahl, and 
some others, to begin again building these 
giant “silver floating cigars.” 

Latest reports in Navy circles is that a fleet 
of the various types of lighter-than-air ships 
will be developed for defense purposes. This 
will mean construction of the giant ships of 
the Los Angeles, Macon and Akron class, ca- 
pable of carrying a fleet of pursuit planes to 
protect it, or scout, and the building of the 
smaller blimps for coastal patrol duty. 

Advantage held by the lighter-than-air 
ships over the -heavier airplanes is that they 
can remain almost stationary, or suspended, 
in the air. Patroling the coast, these ships 
can throttle down until they remain directly 
above a submerged sub or mine. From this 
advantageous position, death bombs can be 
dropped directly on the unsuspecting subma- 
rine. Mines can be exploded. The fast-flying 
observation planes of the heavier-than-air 
sraft might never have spotted the danger in 
the first place. 

One argument that has hindered the de- 
velopment of the lighter-than-air ship is the 
belief in some Navy quarters that it was preg- 
nable to attack, being unmaneuverable. Cap- 
tain Rosendahl proved that pursuit ships can 
be ‘launched from and picked up by a diri- 
gible in flight. This makes of the airship a 
flying aircraft carrier, serving the skylanes as 
the floating aircraft. carriers serve the Atlantic 
and Pacific fleets. 

Public opinion was largely the cause of the 
abandonment of the Navy’s experiments with 
airships. - The Macon and the Akron crashed 
after the faults. of the Shenandoah, which 
cracked into three parts during an electric 
storm in the midwest, had supposedly been 
corrected. Then the giant transatlantic pas- 

senger dirigible Von Hindenburg, German- 
built and operated, burst into flames landing 
at Lakehurst, killing scores. Congressmen 


thought further expenditures on an obviously 
unsafe contraption was unwise—both from fi- 
nancial and safety standpoints. This was the 
view of a peace-minded country with no 
thought of war to come. 

Overlooked by most was the fact the United 
States has and controls the world’s supply of 
helium. This gas ‘is noninflammable. Hydro- 
gen, which other nations were forced to use. 
was dangerous to handle, highly explosive. 
The Hindenburg disaster was directly trace- 
able to the inflammable gas which held it in 
the air. The United States Navy has helium at 
its disposal. If any country could make a suc- 
cess out of dirigible warfare, this nation could. 
No machine guns’ bullets would set a helium- 
filled dirigible on fire. 

Captain Rosendahl, who at one time has 
commanded all the Navy’s dirigibles, and his 
group never gave up. Modern war has shown 
the need of just such a weapon as they have 
fought public opinion to get.

Colquitt Is Ambitious 

News comes from Moultrie that “exhibits of 
better breeding methods in livestock, especially 
cattle, will be a feature of the livestock show 
to be held in Moultrie September 3-6,” J. G. 
Thomas, vocational instructor in the Moultrie 
schools states. 

Co-operating with the vocational depart- 
ment in the show is the Moultrie Chamber of 
Commerce, whose executive vice president is 
Horace McDowell, well known in_ livestock 
circles of south Georgia, who said: “Colquitt 
county should become a leader in the breeding 
of purebreds by becoming the first county in 
the southeast to adopt all purebreds.” 

Mr. McDowell added that there is only one 
county in the nation that has this distinction, 
Union county, Kentucky. 

This is a forward step and one with which 
Colquitt county is thoroughly familiar. Colquitt 
is the pioneer livestock county in Georgia. It 
was at Moultrie in 1914 that local citizens 
Organized the packing plant there that has 
Since afforded a market for literally millions of 
cows, hogs and sheep grown by Colquitt county 
and other south Georgia farmers. 

This plant has caused Colquitt county to be 
called the “most diversified” farming county 
in Georgia. Thi- means that when they turned 
to livestock growing, they left cotton. In order 
to grow prime livestock it was necessary for 
the farmers to grow feedstuff, and in order to 
grow this animal food, it 
create pastures, grow peanuts, corn and other 
crops that fit into the livestock program. 

When these change¢ were made in the farm 
program, it soon developed that a diversified 
program of farming was being followed in 
Colquitt and that cotton was no longer king 
there. 

The plan to make Colquitt and all-purebred 
county will be watched with interest not only 
in Georgia but throughout the nation.

Georgia Editors Say: 


LONGER LEASES URGED BY FARM 
SECURITY ADMINISTRATION. 


(From The Pickens County Progress.) 

With the new school year approaching, the 
time is ripe, says Charles T. Kellogg, Farm Se- 
curity Administration farm supervisor for Pick- 
ens county, to review the record of improved 
school. attendance resulting from improved farm 
tenure arrangements which are one of the main 
goals of FSA. 

- Jt has been found that with longer leases. 
farm families move less frequently and thus have 
opportunity to make stronger community ties. 

Farm Security Administration records to date 
show that where longer leases are arranged, 
school attendance by children of FSA families is 
increased in most cases. One large group which 
was studied showed that where 60 per cent of 
the children went to school under the old living 
arrangements with year-to-year tenure, and 
moving every year, 90 per cent were found to 
attend when longer leases were arranged. 

“It has been proved to us,” said Supervisor 
Kellogg, “that where leases of five years or more 
are obtained, there is more incentive to improve 
farm practices as well as home life. 

“And here is a point which ought to be un- 
derstood: The Farm Security Administration is 
aware that the landowner who grants a long writ- 
ten lease to a tenant has rights which must be 
protected. 

“The Farm Security Administration feels that 
it has an obligation to the landowner as well as 
to the tenant, and that its supervision is of service 
to both parties. 

“Careful farm and home plans make the tenant 
better able to fulfill his obligation to conserve 
the land, make the home more attractive. and 
actually add to the value of the farm. Only in 
this way can we justify the longer lease. and 
only in this way can the landowner have assur- 
ance that a written lease for a long term is a 
good bargain for him.”

MALICIOUS RUMOR FACTORY WASHINGTON, Aug. 29. 


President Roosevelt's 
scathing denunciation of published newspaper stories about British 
misuse of lease-lend funds was designed not only to correct the 
record as far as these particular charges are concerned, but also to 
stop the general rumor factory that has grown up with the war 
emergency. 

Coming chiefly from isolationist sources, who seek this means of 
undermining confidence in the administration’s foreign policy, all 
sorts of rumors and false reports are being circulated over the 
country. They are adways found in national campaign years and in 
periods of stress, such as the present, when it is necessary to clothe 
official actions with a certain amount of secrecy for military rea- 
sons. A product, more or less, of the national hysteria that grows 
out of unsettled conditions. 

Usually the rumors are too ridiculous to dignify with an official 
denial. It is often better to let them spend their course, as a denial 
would only result in wider distribution. =U, 

In the present case, however, the President regarded them as 
so malicious that he felt the need for publicly exposing them. Most 
increditable of the lot was the assertion that the British had piled 
up a hotel restaurant and liquor bill here of some $30,000 which 
had been charged to the lease-lend fund. Members of the official 
commission, sent to Washington from London to assist in the ad- 
ministration of the fund, were supposed to be living high on the 
proceeds of the appropriations provided for war materials. 

Another of the published stories charged that the British were 
using the products we are sending them to bolster their own ex- 
port trade. Steel designed for war purposes was being reprocessed 
and shipped to British clients in South America. The same thing 
regarding oil shipments and much other trivia in the same category. 


STRONG DENIAL The President minced no words in repu- 

diating the stories. He branded the report 
about misuse of lease-lend funds as a “plain dirty falsehood,” per- 
haps the strongest language the chief executive has yet used in 
laying the ghost of false rumors. 

Other variations of the reports he characterized as gross distor- 
tions, unworthy of the sources from which they came. 

The Chicago Tribune, leading isolationist and antiadministration 
paper of the country, was, naturally enough, the chief offender. Its 
Washington news service provided the story, which found repetition 
in the pages of other publications. But the fact that the canard was 
repeated in the Congressional Record, which reprinted one of the 
stories, offered an added reason for the President’s denial. Al- 
though its circulation is limited, and it is often a channel for as 
much misinformation as information, it does go into every con- 
gressional district of the country and many people give its contents 
an official credence. ; 

Obviously the offending article was placed in the Record-—-a 
privilege extending to all members of the house and senate—by 
some congressional saboteur of the administration's foreign policy 
too willing to believe the charges true. 


CHICAGO ISOLATIONIST PAPER By making such an ex~- 


ample of the perpetra- 
tors of the published reports, the President hopes to put an end to 
the entire rumor mill—or at least slow it down to a more decent 
pace. The implications of what he has done is to serve notice that 
he will take similar measures to repudiate any others, persons or 
publications, found guilty of the same offense. He has a way of 
doing things of the kind more effectively than any of his prede- 
cessors in the White House for years. 

That the British are too sensible to do the things of which they 
were accused goes without saying. Such an offense would jeopar- 
dize the whole program of aid we have adopted for helping them 
defeat the Axis aggressors. But over and above this, ample safe- 
guards are naturally provided by the administration for supervising 
huge expenditures under the fund. r 

Bandying about of such reports is to accuse both the adminis- 
tration and the British of juvenile incompetence. If they had ap- 
peared in any responsible newspaper besides the Chicago Tribune, 
demands for a congressional’ investigation might have followed. 
Because they emanated from this source, congress paid little if any 
attention to them at the time. 

This marks the second time within recent weeks that the Chicago 
isolationist paper has received a severe drubbing at the hands of 
the administration for printing news that failed to stand the test. 
After the President’s conference with congressional leaders upon 
his return from the historic meeting with Prime Minister Churchill, 
it purported to give a positive report on what Mr, Roosevelt had said,

My Dear Louise: 

Early Americans, who lacked education but were blessed with 
common sense, had a saying something like this: “John Doe was 
well: wished to be better: took physic and died.” 

I thought of that last night when I heard you kids discussing 
the virtues of vitamin pills. And I hereby promise to skin you 
if ever I catch you experimenting with such things. You have 
about as much need of synthetic vitamins as a frog has of a 
hip pocket. 

1 am not criticizing vitamin capsules as such. The ones put 
out by reputable drug houses are just what they profess to be, 
and the proper vitamins are unquestionably necessary to life 
and health. 

Moreover, many unhealthy people are brought back to par by 
taking manufactured vitamins prescribed by a doctor, and of course 
vitamins will benefit anybody who is sickly for want of them. 

The point I wish to put over Is that they can’t help anybody 
who. doesn’t need them, which means you, and they can do you 
considerable harm. 

Vitamin pills are a fad, as bran was a few years ago, and many 
people regard them as a cure-all just discovered by scientists, 

But how did our grandparents remain so robust if vitamins are 
essential to life and they had none? 

The answer is obvious. They got all the vitamins and calories 
and minerals they needed simply by eating a variety of food and 
plenty of it. That is Nature’s way, and therefore the best way, 
and we get into trouble only when we try some other plan. 

Bread is now improved by the addition of artificial vitamins— 
not because wheat doesn’t contain the vitamins we need, but be- 
cause the millers, in order to give us pretty white flour, have for 
years removed from wheat its chief food values. The “improve- 
ment” consists in putting back with one hand what we took away 
with the other. | ' 

The safest course is to get your vitamins as your fathers did, 
A crutch is a fine thing for a cripple, but a handicap if you have 
two good legs. 

The Germans, eager to build up their soldiers, tried artificial 
vitamins and found them ‘very unsatisfactory” as a substitute for 
the vitamins in ordinary food. 
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One of the most interesting fea- 
tures I run across in reading a 
large number of newspapers is the 
department called “Public Forum” 
or something like that. In The 
Constitution it is “The Pulse of 
the Public.” 

The Southern Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association in its bulle- 
tin to members says these letters 
from the people are a most valu- 
able feature—with ‘which I agree. 

It does not require a university 
degree or a course in journalism 
to enable one to write an interest- 
ing letter to a newspaper. Just 
plain, simple English. Even bad 
grammar is easily edited into 
shape. 

But there are a few essentials. 
One is brevity: It shouldn't re- 
quire a thousand words to register 
a complaint or point out an error 


in governmental affairs. And edi-| 


tors are too busy to attempt con- 
densing a rambling communica- 
tion, 

Another essential is that the 
letter shouldn’t be merely a per- 
sonal peeve or a plain grouch. It 


should be about something which 


should interest a substantial part 
of the public. And it mustn't be 


scandalous or libelous. 7 
And—tfirstly and lastly—it must 


be signed, with name and address. 


Newspapers do not care to give 
space to howls from mysterious 
contributors who are afraid or 
ashamed to identify themselves. 

Newspapers—all of them I know 
—are afflicted by professional let- 
ter writers. Oldtimers, retired 
from active affairs, like to write 
a letter raising sand about some- 
thing. Once they break into print 


they are likely to keep a-coming. | 


Often their stuff is good. But a 
guest can eaSily wear out his wel- 
come.

Provided in Release 
of 200,000. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—() 


Disclosing some details of its plans 


to release 200,000 enlistec. men by 
December 10, the War Department 
said today that the total strength 


of the Army would not be de-| 


creased. 

Replacements will be provided 
as rapidly as releases are made, 
the department said, thus permit- 


ting the building up of a trained 
reserve because the men released 
will be placed in a reserve status 
for ten years or until they reach 
age 45. The department estimated 
the total strength of the Army to- 
day at 1,576,000 officers and men, 
including 697,000 draftees. This 
was an increase of 4,400 over a 
week ago. 

Emphasizing that the proposed 
releases will be made only if the 
international situation does not 
hecome more serious, the depart- 
ment made public a breakdown of 
the number of men to be released 
from each of the major units and 
corps areas. Men eligible for re- 
lease may make application § in 
writing immediately to their unit 
commanders. 

The department also announced 
that 3,700 officers of the Regular 
Army and Reserve Corps would be 
given temporary promotions in the

The golden text states the case 
with regard to what should be the 
attitude of the Christian in the 
world: “Let us not love in word.

TIONAL FOREST, Aug. 29.—If a representative number 
of sportsmen could have an opportunity to spend one day 
in the company of the 4-H Club youngsters who have made 
outstanding records in wildlife conservation, the sports- 
“men would then return to their homes armed with deter- 
mination and anything else necessary to rid Georgia out- 
door affairs of destructive politics. 

It was like a long, sustained breath of mountain air, a 
swim in a clear, cold mountain pool, to talk with these 
state-wide leaders in the 4-H Club work and to hear them 
tell, in their own words, just what they have done in their 
communities in conservation work in the broader aspects 
of reforestation, as well as the raising and protection of 
quail, planting of food, and providing cover and protection 
for the game. 

These farm youngsters of Georgia are rendering 
their state an outstanding service. They are doing, 
by far, a greater work than a state political organi- 
zation that is paid (by the people) to preserve and 
protect our natural resources. They are aided a little 
by this state political outfit, but very little. 

I spent a day with the approximately 170 boys and girls, 
fine, resourceful, enthusiastic young citizens: who had 
earned the camp trip by their outstanding work. in con- 
servation during the year. I talked with many of them. 
I had a chance to make a talk to all of them. It was an 
all-revealing visit. There was an opportunity to obtain a 
complete picture of the invaluable service they are render- 
ing their state. 

And as I grasped the picture and thought, on the other 
hand, of willful pollution of streams, vetoing of federal 
wildlife funds, seining, trapping and other damaging and 
destroying elements which are working against the 4-H 
program, it proved more than distressing. It caused me 
to wonder if all sportsmen wouldn’t harbor strong natural 
resentment—if they only had a chance to realize the true 


situation. 


- There are more than 80,000 4-H 
Deserve Aid Club boys and girls engaged in 
some form of conservation work in our state. More than 
10,000 are actively—and specifically—engaged in wildlife 
conservation work. .They have, in most cases, been unaided 
by adults. That is, except for the county agents. 

Here is the Georgia Wildlife Federation’s chance 
to give the youngsters an assist. They have been 
carrying on this form of work alone too long. Just 
think of the progress that might have been made 
toward the restoration of depleted resources had as 
many adults been working hand in hand with the 
4-H Club youngsters. 

If I were a political conservationist, | wouldn't have the 
nerve to ever meet with these 4-H Club groups and try 
to assure them of consistent co-operation. Most of the 
voungsters, in the first place, know more about the sub- 
ject of conservation than all political appointees put to- 
- gether. 

What do the 4-H Club voungsters think, I won- 
der, when they read of repeated state trips to study 
Wisconsin wildlife—when they are pitching in on a 
sustained program and showing sound results at 
home? Youngsters aren’t easily fooled. 

And, unless I am badly mistaken, there’s a limit to all 
things. True sportsmen who have felt helpless in the face 
of ever-changing, backward-moving wildlife affairs under 
political supervision, can now take heart. They can join 
the Wildlife Federation and together with the 4-H Club 
work they can hope for real results. 

It’s high time somebody went to bat for the boys 
and girls who actually plow and dig and sow in 
order that Georgia wildlife will not become extinct. 
For six years they have been doing a wonderful job in 

wildlife conservation. The program has been growing 
steadily without extensive adult aid. 

The Atlanta Field Trial Club is the first sportsmen’s 
organization to recognize their work in so far as actually 
awarding medals for the individual leaders. Others auto- 
matically must follow. | 


t UB a © In talking with numerous voung- 
Cross-Dec tion sters, I found many of them did 


not get good results in trying to hatch quail eggs, but were 
doing a grand job in protecting the native bird already 
on their place. And in providing cover and food, they 
had enabled more coveys to survive. They kill predators, 
including rattlesnakes, and if anybody tries to destroy their 
game without permission, that’s when the trouble begins.

I talked with many other youngsters and they told, with 
deep pride, of combating soil erosion, replanting forests, 
protecting game, keeping down fires, and generally mak- 
ing steady progress in conservation work. 

More people should be acquainted with the 4-H Club 
work, as supervised by G. V. Cunningham, of Athens. For 
these farm boys and girls truly are proving the salvation 


of Georgia wildlife.
